Walter Rogers, Former Ur o es AcHon 
Coleman Resident Dies insure Fai 


Walter P. Rogers, 65, of 
Nelson, British Columbia who 
retired in July this year as 
assistant superintendent of 
West Kootenay Power and 
Light Companies hydro plants 
died at his home Thursday. 

Born in Little Broughton, 
Cumberland,England, July 27 
1892 Mr. Rogers was educated 
there and came to the Arrow 
Lakes in 1907 where he work¬ 
ed 8B'a steward on boat*. He 
enlisted in the Army in 1914 
and served in the Middle East 
in Mesopatania. Returning to 
Canada in 1919, he worked in 
Coleman as an electrician un¬ 
til moving to Mercoal Alberta 
in ,1924. 

He moved to Bonnington in 
1926 where he worked until 
his retirement. He was a 
member of the Edson Lodge 
No. 68 AF&AM. 

He is survived by his wife, 
one son, Cyril Walter of Trail, 
three brothers, William of Ar¬ 
row Park, and Jack and Chris 
of Coleman; a sister, Mrs. Wil¬ 
liam Hoggan of Coleman and 
two grandchildren.

To Insure Foir Deal 
For Teachers 

The Alberta Teachers Association 
should take positive action to insure 
that every one of its 9,000 members 
is given a fair deal in case of dis¬ 
pute* with local school boards. f 
secretary-treasurer Eric C. Ansley 
of Edmonton said in Lethbridge 
Thursday. 

He was addressing approximate¬ 
ly 500 delegates at the opening ses¬ 
sion of the 58th annual convention 
o' the Southwestern Alberta 
Teachers’ Association in- the Leth¬ 
bridge Collegiate Institute. The 
convention continues Friday. 

Mr. Ansley said there are only 
about 20 cases each year where a 
teacher is dismissed or transferred 
to another sohool. But in these 
cases the teacher “often gets a 
rotten deal and we are not doing 
anything about it." 

Local boards had t he right, he ex¬ 
plained, to dismiss an inexperienced 
teacher after the first year if he 
or she proves unsatisfactory and 
might also transfer teachers from 
one school to another. 

In many such cases, he said, the 
moves are made By the boards on 
the basis of only a few complaints 
and the teacher has no chance to 
defend himself. 

"We do not ask that no teacher 
be fired or transferred. If he is 
really incompetent, he should be 
released, but we think he deserves 
n fair trial. Even a criminal is 
granted a trial and a chance to 
defend himself, why not a teacher?’’ 
he said. 

"Is it any wonder there is a 
shortage of teachers and that it is 
aften difficult to fill vacancies in 
small town and rural schools?" he 
queried. 

Mr. Ansley also urged ATA mem¬ 
bers to co-operate in developing a 
more positive program of public 
relations for the Alberta Teachers 
Association. 

"Many think the ATA is nothing 
more than a glorified trade union 
demanding better salaries and 
working conditions for teachers. 
The public does not know about 
the other work the association does, 
such as providing scholarships, re¬ 
search programs, and study of ways 
tc provide a better standard of edu¬ 
cation," he said. 

“There is a serious lack of under¬ 
standing of our work by the public 
and I think it would be an error to 
continue drifting as we have been 
doing in this field of public^ rela¬ 
tions,” he continued. 

Mr. Ansley indicated something 
definite would be done at the annual 
general meeting next spring to 
bring out a new public relations 
program and asked support of all 
teachers for its development. 

He spoke also of the importance 
of the national conference on edu¬ 
cation slated for Ottawa nextj'eb- 
ruary. 

Teachers are vitally concerned in 
providing a better Canadian stand¬ 
ard of education. Preliminary 
work for the conference came 
originally from the Canadian 
Teachers Federation, but from now 
on teacher will leave leadership to 
business and industry, he said. 

"We are sincerely concerned in 
providing the best possible edu¬ 
cation and will play an active sup¬ 
porting role at the conference,” he 
added. 

While the conference may not im¬ 
prove teachers’ working conditions 
or educational facilities for wealthy 
Alberta cities he said, it might 
well mean better schools for prov¬ 
inces like Prince Edward Island, 
particularly if the federal govern¬ 
ment were to assume some finan¬ 
cial responsibility, he said. 

Chairman of the meeting was 
convention president S. J. Solberg 
of Taber. The convention broke 
into workshop session for the re¬ 
mainder of the day. 

All Coleman teachers attended 
the convention with the exception 
of Mrs. K. Noble.

“We Won’t Be Pushed % 
Around” States School Board 

Coleman school board members were in¬ 
formed at last week's regular board meeting 
that their request for additional lands to be 
included in the Coleman'school district had 
been rejected by the Department of Educa¬ 
tion. Previously they ho^l been informed by 
certain department officials that it was their 
impression that the proposed additions was 
oniy right. 

The department of education went on to 
inform the board that if they would join the 
Crows Nest Consolidated School District they 
would gladly reconsider the whole matter. 

"SQUEEZE PLAY" was the comment of 
the board and "We Won't Be Pushed Around". 
The additions of the land in question are cer¬ 
tainly not going to get us to fall for the "Great¬ 
er Tax Rate" of the Consolidated district. 

The following letter, received by the board, 
brought angry comments from the members, 
especially to the resolution to the Department 
of Education by the board members of the Con¬ 
solidated School District. This was felt as be¬ 
ing entirely no concern of theirs and that they 
should attend to their own affairs and leave 
Coleman's to the Coleman people.

After giving careful considera¬ 
tion to your letter of September 
20th regarding the above mention¬ 
ed matter, which was addressed to 
Di. G. L. Mowat, the forn\er As u -„-, 
sistant Director of School Admin¬ 
istration, I wish to advise that we 
have come to the conclusion that 
the decision conveyed to you in 
his letter of September 4th by Dr. 

J. W. Chalmers, Dr. Mowat’s suc¬ 
cessor, will stand. 

We wish to confirm, therefore, 
that while we are not prepared to 
add any of the lands in question 
to your District at this time we - 
will gladly reconsider the whole 
matter should your district at some 
future time join the Crows Nest 
Consolidated School District No. 
78 or unite with all other districts 
ill the area to form a new school 
division. 

It should be added that a few 
days ago we received a letter from 
tne Secretary of the Crows Nest 
Consolidatld School District re¬ 
porting that at a special meeting 
of his Board held on September 24 
the following resolution was unani¬ 
mously adopted: 

"Resolved that this Board go 
on record as opposing any enlarge¬ 
ment or extension of the present 
boundaries of the Coleman School 
District.”
